NOTABLES IN 
TNE LIMELIGHT 


Lieutenant Colonel Samuel 
Reber, Army Aero Head. 
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The action of tile senate committee 
on military affairs in ordering an in­ 
vestigation of the aviation service of 
the United States army has caused a 
sensation in military circles. 
Charges 
were made before the committee by 
Senator Robinson of Arkansas that tho 
service was “contemptibly inefficient” 
and that its head, Lieutenant Colonel 
Samuel Reber. not only was making 
no effort to improve it. but deliberate­ 
ly was concealing facts. 
* “The inefficiency and unsatisfactory 
results of the present management of 
the aviation section,” 
said 
Senator 
Robinson, ‘‘are disclosed by the fact 
that during eight years in which the 
signal corps bas had control of avia­ 
tion only about twenty-four qualified 
fliers with the military rating have 
been produced.” 
Lieutenant Colonel Reber is a native 
of Missouri and was graduated from 
West Point in the class of 1880, since 
which time he has served in the cav­ 
alry and in the signal corps in various 
parts of the country. 
At the opening 
of the Spanish war he was chief signal 
officer in the Department of the Gulf 
and was next assigned to duty on the 
staff of General Shafter, commanding 
the campaign in Cuba. 
Later he ac­ 
companied the Miles expedition to Por­ 
to Rico. In 1900 he was made a cap­ 
tain in the signal corps and in 1913 
was promoted to lieutenant colonel in 
the signal corps. 
He has been in 
charge of the aviation division for sev­ 
eral years and has been considered an 
efficient officer. 
Lieutenant Colonel Reber is stationed 
in the office of the chief signal officer 
at the war department. He is the son- 
in-law of General Nelson A. Miles. 


W o u l d L im it I m m i g r a ti o n . 
Representative John L. Burnett of 
Alabama, chairman of the house com­ 
mittee on immigration, believes in a 
stringent revision of the immigration 
laws. The literary test is his hobby. 
“There is no more important matter 
before congress,” said Mr. Burnett, 
“than the restriction of immigration to 
our shores. 
Early passage of such a 
measure is especially to be desired be­

Both the senate and house 
have gone on record as favoring the 
literary test in previous congresses, 
and it is believed that if President Wil­ 
son again disapproves the bill there is 
an excellent prospect tliat the required 
two-thirds majority may be obtained 
and the bill passed over the veto. 
Congressman Burnett is a native of 
Alabama, lawyer by profession and is 
serving bis ninth term in congress. 
Before going to Washington he bad 
served in both houses of the Alabama 
legislature.

GOOD ROADS AROUND A FARM 


D riv e w a y s A re F re q u e n tly of Sufficient 
Importance to W a r r a n t S o m e Sur^ 
fa c e Im p ro v e m e n t. 


(From Weekly News Letter, United States 
Department of Agriculture.) 
Roads 
and 
drives 
immediately 
around the farm yards and barns 
which are used very frequently are 
usually of sufficient importance to 
warrant some surface improvement. 
Very light or extremely sandy soils 
cut up badly in dry weather, while cer­ 
tain heavy and absorbent soils become 
very sticky and soft during the rainy 
season. 
Where 
any 
considerable 
amount of hauling is necessary, roads 
over soils of this character may re­ 
quire to he surfaced. 
Many of the mat; rials ordinarily em ­ 
ployed iii road construction will be 
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Improved Farm Driveway. 


found too expensive for use in impror- 
Ing'the farm roads. 
One or more of 
the following will, however, usually 
be found available and within the 
means of the farmer for surfacing his 
roads and paths: 
Gravel, mixtures of 
•and and clay, cinders, brickbats from 
eld buildings, brick-yard waste and 
quarry waste. 
The material selected 
■hould, however, be hard enough to 
withstand crushing under heavy loads 
and possess sufficient binding power 
to compact well and maintain a firm, 
hard surface under all ordinary weath­ 
er conditions. 
Drainage and a good foundation are 
the first considerations in improving 
a road with a hard surface. The best 
possible foundation is a good earth 
road with a low crown. 
Earth shoul­ 
ders may be graded upon each side to 
prevent the surfacing material from 
spreading, as in the construction of an 
ordinary macadam road. 
The materi­ 
al used for surfacing should be placed 
in a uniform layer or layers on this 
foundation and should be given a suf- 
cient crown to shed the rain waters to 
the sides. 
If a road roller can be se­ 
cured the material may be quickly con­ 
solidated, otherwise considerable time 
will be required for it to be consoli­ 
dated by the traffic. During this proc­ 
ess the road should receive frequent 
attention with a split-log drag or other 
means for smoothing the surface and 
filling the ruts. 
On steep grades 
where there would be a tendency for 
the side ditches to wash, this can usu­ 
ally be overcome by providing out­ 
lets and getting the water away from 
the road before it accumulates in large 
volume. 
On roads where wagons will 
not be required to pass each other, a 
width of from nine to twelve feet be­ 
tween ditches will usually be suffi­ 
cient. The surfaced portion neec rare­ 
ly exceed seven or eight feet. 
There 
is no particular virtue in building a 
farm road wider than is necessary to 
answer the 
special traffic 
require­ 
ments. 
The need or desirability of 
moving occasionally extra wide or 
heavy implements, such as certain har­ 
vesting machinery, over the roads 
should, however, not be lost sight of. 
A little foresight in the alignment of 
ditches, in providing ample width of 
gates, or of giving extra strength to 
culverts, may save r. great deal of 
both annoyance and delay during some 
very busy period.

T he alfalfa weevil, introduced into 
this country at a single spot near Salt 
L ake City over ten years ago, has 
slowly spread throughout the north­ 
ern half of Utah, including three of 
th e 
most 
productive 
counties, 
and 
taken a foothold in the adjacent parts 
of Idaho and Wyoming. 
It destroys 
about one-lnilf of the annual yield, un­ 
less m easures are taken to prevent i t 
T he weevils, after spending the win­ 
te r in the fields about the roots of the 
plants, deposit large num bers of pale 
yellow eggs in cavities made in the 
eterns with their beaks. 
The little 
green 
“worms,” 
which hatch 
from 
these during spring and early sum ­ 
mer, cluster upon the fresh shoots of 
alfalfa 
plants 
and 
feed, 
becoming 
m ost numerous about June I. 
They 
destroy much of the first crop, injure 
the quality of what remains, and com­ 
pel early cutting to prevent total loss. 
T he actual damage to the first crop is 
not far from 50 per cent of its value. 
Upon the cutting of the first crop the 
larvae gather upon the bit of food 
which is afforded by the new shoots 
and destroy them as fast as they ap­ 
pear. 
This condition lasts until the 
norm al harvest time of the second 
crop, so th a t it is a total loss. 
The 
damage to the first two crops usually 
am ounts to about one-half toe annual 
yield. 
A valuable method for preventing 
the injury to the second crop consists 
in brush dragging the stubble after 
removal of the first cutting. 
This was 
devised by the Utah experiment sta­ 
tion in co-operation w ith farmers. 
It 
was improved later, however, in ac­ 
tual practice by the adoption o! a 
weighted spike-tooth harrow with sev­ 
eral layers of woven wire stork fenc­ 
ing underneath, instead of the old­ 
fashioned brush drag. 
This treatm ent 
was widely adopted as a means of 
crushing the Insects, and also as a 
m eans of exposing them to the rays 
of the sun and to the choking action 
Df the dust. 
The bureau of entomol­ 
ogy has proved that neither the me­ 
chanical crushing nor th e direct rays 
of th e sun contribute much to the ef­ 
fectiveness of the dust-mulch tre a t­ 
ment, and that most of the insects in 
all stages die long before they are 
sm othered by the dust. 
The essential 
factor in killing the weevils is the 
heat absorbed by th e soil from the 
Bun’s rays. 
To kill the weevil the surface of 
the field to be treated m ust be dry, 
free from clods, cracks and vege*a- 
tion. 
To get best results, however, 
the sky m ust be clear and tile w eather 
warm. 
Under these conditions when 
the soil reaches the necessary tem per­ 
ature of 120 degrees all stages of tho 
insect are killed in less than two min­ 
utes. 
The second crop of alfalfa is 
then free to grow. 
The effectiveness 
of this treatm ent, however, is directly 
proportional to the thoroughness with 
which the above conditions are com­ 
plied with, 
lf the soil is not in good 
condition it must be cultivated before 
dragging.

byterian church of Decatur, be and is 
hereby dissolved. 
“ Resolved, second, that any further 
effort to perpetuate said new church, 
either by eider or minister, shall be 
regarded by the Presbytery as a vio­ 
lation of ordination vows, and will 
subject him to extreme censure by the 
Presbytery. 
“ Resolved, third, that the clerk of 
the Presbytery be authorized to issue 
Otters to the members of said The 
First Cumberland Presbyterian church 
of Decatur.”

A recent bulletin, “The Prairie Spirit 
In? Landscape Gardening,” issued by 
the University of Illinois, has inspired 
the New York Post to comment some­ 
what at length on the progress made 
in late years by this “youngest of the 
arts.” 
“Popular appreciation of the 
skilled treatment of landscape,” says 
the Post, “and a sense of the increas­ 
ing specialization necessary in all arch­ 
itectural work have bred a demand 
for the services of experts. 
In city 
planning, particularly the laying out of 
parks and boulevards, it is now gener­ 
ally admitted that a landscape garden­ 
er is all but indispensable.” 
The work of the landscape gardener 
in this connection, of course, looms 
large. 
But it by no means follows 
that in this field his greatest service 
has been performed. It is certain that 
any estimate of w hat he has already, 
done would be incomplete if it omit­ 
ted consideration of the part he has 
played in beautifying the grounds of 
private residences. 
His work in this 
respect has been of inestimable value. 
Cities and suburbs may have their 
parks and boulevards, but their de­ 
sirability as places of residence turns 
less on the possession of these than 
on the appearance of tile yards that 
line their streets and avenues. 
For the extensive beautification of 
the home grounds that has swept over 
the whole country in recent years the 
landscape architect deserves the credit. 
All the work, to be sure, he did not do. 
A very smt„11 part of it. indeed, bears 
testimony to his skill. 
But he began 
it. 
Gardening thrives on example. 
Let one resident of a neighborhood 
begin it and his neighbors will follow 
suit. 
The inspiration, however, pro­ 
ceeded from the landscape architect. 
From thi> example of his planting oth­ 
er plantings grew. 
Gradually, too, as the Post points 
out, lie has taught us how to make use 
of our native plants. 
He has shown 
us that there are as much virtue and 
I beauty in the trees and shrubs In- 
j digenous to < .-x h section of our country 
I as there are in the costly exotics that 
I come from abroad.
